Within the last 
few weeks, for example, earthquake 
shocks have been reported from two 
widely separated parts of the coun- 
try.

built along

the United States is a land of floods 
because of the excessive cutting of 
the forests ihat protect the water- 
sheds. Then there 4s the danger of 
foreign invasion. 
Some of our poli- 


tical seers tell us it is sure to hap- 
pen, and others that it is impossible. 
Only one thing is certain; if any en- 
emy did succeed in landing upon the 
soil of this country, one of the big 
port cities would have to bear the 
first brunt of attack. . 


The police, department- of 
New 


York, under Commissioner Woods,

Eleven 
thousand men armed with rifles and 
machine guns, and fully equipped to 
take the field, are now ready to pro- 
tect New York in any emergency. 


The tentage and equipment for the 


training camp at Fort 
Wadsworth 


were provided by the 
government; 


tbe funds carrying out the program 
of instruction by tbe men themselves. 
Bach policeman and .officer who spent 
liis two weeks in tb.e camp bad to 
provide his own fatigue uniform1 and 
pay for his own sustenance, • They 
\vere sent to tbe camp throughout the 
summer in squads of 400 men, and 
nearly all of them went. 


Of course the firsf object of this 


training camp was to convert the po- 
lice force into a military force. With- 
out rifles, and without military drill 
the 11,000 policemen would not be 
much more effective in case of invas 
ioti than would so 
many citizens 


Armed with rifles and machine guns 
and organized into 
military units 


they at once become a formidable 
force, 


..But drilling and shooting are no 


all that the policeman learned 
at 


Wadsworth. He also learned bow to 
establish a camp and beep it sani- 
lary, and how to cook his own food 
In case o£ disaster that destroyed a 
large number of the city's borues, the 
police force, with its tentage, could 
take care of many thousand refugecb 
on short notice.

Quartermaster 
General 


Sharpo was 
advising 
the military 


committee of the probable cost of 
the army in 1918, Dr. Charles D. 
Walcott, chairman 
of the national 


advisory committee on aeronautics, 
told the naval committee that con- 
trol of the sea now depended upon 
control of the air, because it was the 
aviators who gathered information 
and directed the fire of long; range 
guns. 


Dr. Walcott, who appeared to sup- 


port his request for $107,000 to con- 
tinue the work of the advisory com- 
mittee, also discussed peaceful uses 
of aircraft, saying the postoffice and 
state 
departments 
would 
utilize 


them as letter and dispatch carriers. 


He told of steps in contemplation 


lor the'preparation of charts of the 
^ttir over all continental United States 
and urged the development of light- 
er-tban-air cruisers of the Zeppelin 
type for the army and navy. In this 
he was supported by Henry Souther, 
consulting engineer of the army avi- 
ation section, who said e study si 
ready was In progress, based on Ger- 
man developments of this type of air- 
craft. 


The committee was given the view 


of civilian experts as to the desira- 
bility of establishing a jeint army 
and navy aviation base on the shores 
of Chesapeake Bay.
